The  sweet  pea  may  be  used  as  a  love¬ 
ly  aud  fragrant  screen  against  tbe  ugli¬ 
ness  which  unfortunately  is  visible  from 
many  town  window*  If  you  should 
have  a  long,  narrow  box  and  a  simple 
trelliswork  of  ordinary  wire  or  twine, 
well  pulverized  and  enriched  earth  with 
a  small  addition  of  sand,  tbe  sweet  pea 
will  flourish,  provided  there  is  not  too 
much  suusbiue.  The  sweet  pea  vine  is 
easily  scorched,  aud  if  it  does  uot  die  it 
loses  its  beauty  by  too  great  exposure 
to  the  beat.  It  rnukes  a  beautiful  win¬ 
dow  aud  a  fragrant  room,  and  if  care¬ 
fully  treated  it  will  provide  plenty  of 
blossoms  for  cutting.
